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GOSSIP OF THE TUKF. 

When J. W. Schorr a few days ago read in an 
account of the races at Oakland that F. W. Brode 
had won a race in the fast time of 1 :27 for sevea 
furlongs he immediately wired to his son J. F. 
Schorr, “Try to buy Brode at any ordinary price.” 
F. W. Brode was formerly owned by Schorr. In 
his three-year-old career F. W. Brode beat Advance 
Guard and Yellow Tail, and established himself as 
the best colt of his age on the Pacific Coast. Tod 
Sloan and others tried to buy the colt and Schorr 
refused an offer of $14, COO for him. A few weeks 
later the colt turned into the rankest of eulkers 
and Schorr shipped him to New Orleans, bet a 
email fortune on him to beat Sidney Lucas, Prince 
of Veronia and other horses that started in the 1899 
Crescent City Derby. The wager was lost, but later 
on, in the Tennessee Derby, F. W, Brode was made 
favorite and again the local brewer bet a large 
amount on his chances, but he was thoroughly 
beaten by Florizar, the Scoggan colt. 

The horse was then turned out and later shipped 
back to ’Frisco, where an effort was made to school 
him over the jumps. No amount of beating, thrash- 
ing or training had a tendency to make him run or 
jump. As the senior Schorr puts it, “Brode would 
just buck and then fall down in a heap.” Two 
years’ rest has evidently made a change in the 
once tiighly-prized colt and, remembering his early 
speed qualities, Schorr is now trying to purchase 
from his present owner, to whom he was sold 

are proceeding smoothly at the Fair 
It is said that the Carr gate is to be 
into the six-furlong chute and given a thor- 
trial.

I would like to have such races with riders 
confined to recognized country, golf, polo and hunt 
clubs; g»*utlomeu known among riders all over the 
country ; men of some edge and weight.” — St. Louis 
Kepublic. 

Seven English-bred two-year-olds, which were 
recently purchased from H. E. Leigh by T. Welsh, 
the trainer of Julius Fleis hmann’s stable, have 
arrived in this couutrjr. They will be sent at once 
to East Millstone, and will be raced this year in 
Mr. Fleischmann’s colors if they turn out well. 
The youngsters are bred as follows : Bay colt, by 

Kendal — Marquay; chestnut colt, by Ocean Wave — 
Veracious; bay colt, by Oriflame — Cornelia; chest- 
nut colt, by Crowberry — Lenton filly ; chestnut 
filly, by Sterling Bank— Hivali; bay colt, by All 
Moonshine — Caroline; bay colt, by Oriflame \ an- 
ity. The best of the lot is the Kendal— Marquay 
colt. Frank Leigh brought these two-year-olds 
over here. He has been acting as assistant trainer 
to his brother, Eugene, on the other side, and says 
that the latter will have about sixty horses in 
France when the season there opens. They will be 
run in the colors of Frank Gardner, Richard Croker 
and H. E. Leigh. Frank Leigh also states that his 
brother’s horses were not fairly treated by the 
English haudicappers, and for that reason the cam- 
paign in France was undertaken. 

“Whiskey King will be as good a horse in the east 
the coming season as ho was at any time last year.” 
Such was the declaration made by J. F. Winters, 
owner of the big Kantaka horse, last Friday at 
New Orleans. “I had intended to send him to 
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Memphis long before this to rest him up and 
freshen him with an eastern campaign in view, but 
on account of the soreness in his shoulder, I 
decided it would be better to turn him out some- 
where near New Orleans, in order that trainer 
Johnson could run out and have a look at him 
every few days. To that end I have rented a five- 
acre tract of land about five miles out of the city, 
and there Whiskey King and Suburban Queen are 
both turned out. The horse is doing finely and I 
am satisfied that he will be even better this year 
than he was last season, and he showed to be a 
hor^e of a lot of good class in the spring and early 
summer, up to the time he went sore. When I got 
him he was almost shoulder bound, and, though 
his trouble had partially left him, he never got rid 
of the soreness while I ran him here.” 

Henry McDaniel, trainer for G. C. Bennett, has 
announced that he would ship the horses he has in 
training at New Orleans back to Memphis on Sat- 
urday. McDaniel has been very unfortunate at 
New Orleans this winter. All his horses liked a 
fast track. The weather has been bad and the go- 
ing in wretched shape most of the winter. This 
prevented him getting most of his string fit and the 
result has been that he has not won a race at the 
meeting. 

Frank Van Meter, trainer of His Eminence, has 
concluded to train his stable at Louisville this sea- 
son. He will ship his recent purchase. Inventor, 
and his crack three-year-old, Incubator, from Lex- 
ington to Churchill Downs within the next ten 
days. 

Van Meter proposes to get these cracks into form, 
and, after capturing a race or two with them, sell 
them when any buyer reaches his price, and the 
proceeds he will invest in yearlings this year at the 
late spring and summer sales. Since becoming his 
property Van Meter has painted Inventor’s injured 
leg with a strong ointment, and he has now no 
doubt of the great four-year-old standing training, 
and experts he will do all that is asked of him this 
year. 

The colt is injured in one of the tendons on the 
outside of the right fore leg. Van Meter believes 
the injury came from hitting his leg with one of 
his hind feet while rolling in a sand bed last sum- 
mer when turned out at Ashland Farm. F. A. 
Daingerfield, manager of Castleton stud, says In- 
ventor is one of the richest bred horses ever trained 
and raced in this country. His sire, Ingoldsby, is 
out of More Hill, by Macgregor, winner of the 2,000 
Guineas, and is one of the most highly prized Cas- 
tleton stud matrons. Inventor’s dam. Duchess 
Caroline, by the American bred Foxhall, is out of 
Caroline, by the great Australian sire, Musket, and 
her dam is Carine, by the immortal Stockwell, so 
when done racing, in Major Daipgei;field’s estima- 
tion, Inventor should prove an invaluable sire. 

The first foal of 1903 at John E. Madden’s Ham- 
burg Place was dropped Monday morning, being a 
bay colt by the Futurity winner, Ogden— Myrtle 
Harkness, winner of the Ashland Oaks, by Strath- 
more— Papoose (sister to Parole), by Leamington. 
This youngster is a half brother to Aceful, winner 
of the Junior Champion Stakes last year and H. B. 
Dnrjea’s present Epsom Derby candidate, and the 
first foal ever dropped in Kentucky by Ogden, which 
won the Futurity Stakes in the colors of the late 
Marcus Daly. 

To settle a much disputed point as to which is 
the taller horse— Kingston or the Suburban winner, 
Ben Brush— Major F. A. Daingerfield had the two 
great stars of Castleton Stud measured again last 
week. Kingston stands 15 hands 24 inches high, 
and Ben Brush 15 hands 2 inches. The latter horse, 
however, is much heavier, and his frame more mas- 
sive than the sire of Admiration and Ballyhoo Bey, 
hence the supposition of many horsemen that 
' standing side by side Ben Brush was the taller of 
, the two. Such a pair of great little giants were 
) probably never before together on one farm.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Ashland Thoroughbred Stock Farm, which Mrs. 
John M. Clay has advertised for lease, is one of the 
most noted breeding farms in the country. It has 
belonged to the Clay family since 1807. It was por- 
chased in that year by Henry Clay. In 1830 be 
began breeding thoroughbreds on a small scale for 
pastime. In 1842 his son, John M. Clay, took np the 
basinets of breeding and training, and had a long 
career of success until his death, in 1887. On his 
death Mrs. Clay continoed the bnsiness and has 
kept the reputation of the Ashland up to the mark 



it had attained. Mrs. Clay has three Derby win- 
ners and one Realization winner to her credit. The 
farm, which consists of 242 acres, adjoins the city of 
Lexington and is perfectly equipped for both breed 
ing and training, there being a double mile track 
on it. 

Year by year the stable of James McLaughlin in 
creases both in numbers and quality. The reason 
of this is not hard to find, sines the ex-jockey 
makes the utmost of the material at his command, 
and annnally wins more races than the majority of 
his fellow trainers Owners show a partiality for 
trainers who win races, be they big or small everts, 
and it is not surprising, therefore, to find Mc- 
Laughlin’s stable at Morris Park fall to the brim, 
and the occupants mostly breadwinners, or — in case 
of the two-year-olds— likely breadwinners. 

He has thirty-three horses at present in his 
stable, and in the coarse of a few days this number 
will be increased by nine of Dr. J. Q. Lyman’s, 
which are at present at Lexington, in charge of 
Walter House. These nine consist of the three 
three-year-olds Monte Carlo, Kentucky Rose and 
Tantalus Cup, and six two-year-olds. On Friday 
last he received an addition to his string in thr 
shape of seven two-year-olds from Colonel Pepper, 
which arrived east in care of John Miller, with 
another twelve which the Colonel sent to the care 
of James Frayliog, who is wintering his horses at 
Lakewood, N. J. 

C. E. Darnell, who was suspended in France two 
years ago, has received the agreeable information 
that his inspension would be removed by the 
French Jockey Club. A. Conlois, editor of the 
Paris newspaper Le Sport, who is visiting this 
coontry, brought over papers with him from the 
French turf authorities, including an application 
for a trainer’s license in France. These will be 
signed by Darnell and forwarded to the Frenc)> 
Jockey Club. In dne course Darnell, according to 
the statement of Mr. Conlios, will receive notifica- 
tion of his reinstatement. This will mean the re- 
moval of that bar against him both at San Fran- 
cisco and in the east. It will also mean that Me 
Chesney and the other good horses of the Darnell 
& Herz string will be raced in the east, at least a 
portion of the coming season. Speaking of th^ 
matter Darnell savs that he was greatly pleased 
with the turn of affairs with regard to his relations 
to the Paris Jockey Club: 

’‘I felt at the time that I was nnjnstly sus- 
panded,” said Dnrnell. *’The day the stewards 
sns pended me I rode the first fonr winners, and 
that I got left in the other race was not mjr fault. 



If reinstated by the French authorities I do not 
suppose there will be auy valid objection to our 
racing in the east, and we will very likely ship our 
string tbery, though how soon I cannot now state. 
We have made entries in the western stakes and 
may race in the west during the early part of the 
eason.” 

The first foal dropped in New Jersey this year is 
a bay colt by Peep o’Day— Reve Royal, owned by 
A. Albright, Jr., of Easton Stnd. 

McChesney, the sensational horse of the west; 
davable, the Futurity winner; Wyeth, the Ameri- 
can Derby winner; Red Robe, the Cumberland Park 
Derby winner; Abe Frank, the Tennessee Derby 
winner; Bardolpb, an unbeaten colt, and such 
horses as The Lady, Glen Water, Aladdin, Runnels, 
Jack Rattlin, Lady Strathmore, Golden Rule and 
fifty others, have been named in the Citizens 
Handicap, to be run at the coming spring meeting 
at Nashville. This stake has $1,500 added, and will 
be worth about $2,500 to the winner. This stake 
will be run on the last day of the meeting. 

Eugene Leigh, through his American agent, Gas 
Straus, has leased to Catesby Woodford of the 
Raceland Stud, Lexingtou, Ky., for a number of 
years his fourteen-year-old bay stallion, Tanzmeis- 
er. by Saraband— Mizpah, by McGregor. Tanz- 
meister won many stakes as a two and three-year- 
jld, among them being the Michaelmas Stakes at 
Sandown Park, the twenty -eighth biennial stakes 
it Bath, and the Park biennial stakes at Kempton 
and the Machell Stakes at Gatwich. He was sec^ 
»nd to Watercress, now owned by J. B. Haggin, in 
' he Ascot Priace of Wales Stakes, conceding him 
ten ponnds. Tanzmeister arrived at the farm of 
Hr. Woodford at Paris last Monday. 

W. C. Whitney will ran a string of horsee in the 
west next season. St. Louis will be the headqnar- 
of this string and most of its racing will be 
done there. 

Jobn S. Bratton, the East St. Louis horseman, 
drill manage the stable. It will be trained by one 
f Mr. Whitney’s eastern men. So far it is not 
<nown what particular horses Mr. Whitney will 
send to St. Louis, bat the string will be twenty 
strong, according to Mr. Bratton. 

Mr. Whitney will be a heavy nominator in St. 
Lonis stakes this year. He will also be one of the 
larg st nominators in the great $50,000 World’s Fair 
Stakes, which was originally open to horses of all 
ages, but which Secretary Hachmeister of the Fair 
I Association has lately been calling a D<ir^r.
